The Class 1 li- 
cense offers all Swedish amateur privi- 
leges and requires a 5 wpm CW test, while 
the Class 2 ticket is a no-code license for 
VHF/UHF operation only. Sweden also 
reportedly has a new three-yeer nonre- 
newable “study license” that offers full, 
and unsupervised, VHF/UHF privileges.
